Tantya Bhil the Indian "Robin Hood” * 
Freedom fighters were those because of 
whom today we are living in a democratic 
country, one such freedom fighter was Tantya 
bhil also known as "Tantya mama”. Tantya 
bhil was born on 26 January 1842 in gram 
barda tehsil pandhana Madhya Pradesh . 
Tantya belonged to bhil tribe of the Adivasi 
community. He was lean and thin compared 
to other children when he was born. In 
Nimad, when the plant of Jowar becomes tall 
and thin after drying, it is called 'Tanta', 
hence he came to be called as 'Tantya'. 
Tantya's mother went to heaven leaving him 
alone in his childhood. Bhausingh his father 
did not even thought of second marriage for 
the upbringing of the child. = His father gave 
him training for using stick-sling and bow 
and arrow. Tantya acquired proficiency in 
archery, wielding sticks and also mastered 
the art of sling. In his youth, he was tied up in 
family bonds. After getting married to 
Kagazbai , his father handed over the 
responsibility of farming to him. His 
politeness made him popular. Due to natural 
outbreak, bad days also have to be seen. Even 
the food giver farmer is forced to starve. 
Tantya also faced such a situation. Even the 
father was no more at such a time, the rent of 
the land for four years also became arrears. 
The landlord evicted him from the land. * 
There was a problem of eating in front of him 
. After selling everything he had he finally 
started revolting against British rules and 
cruelty of landlords . He became the leader of 
the oppressed Bhils, he was worshipped . He 
started being respected like a king. His power 
Started increasing continuously. The 
moneylenders started trembling after 
hearing the name of Tantya. Police formed а 


special squad to arrest Tantya, in which 
skilled policemen were kept. 'Tantya Police 
raided many places, but Tantya was not 
caught. In 1880, Tantya shook the British 
rule, when he committed dacoits in twenty- 
four villages, due to dacoits in different 
directions and villages, Tantya's fame became 
like a miraculous legend. He was later caught 
and hanged on 4 December 1889.He used to 
loot trains which passed through patalpani 
railway station. * Now the station has been 
renamed as Tantya Mama railway station. On 
December 4, 2021, Governor Mangubhai 
Patel and Chief Minister Shivraj Singh 
Chouhan unveiled a grand statue of Jannayak 
Tantya Mama made of Ashtadhatu on the 
sacrifice day of Kranti Surya Jannayak Tantya 
Mama at Patalpani. The PESA Act was 
enacted to ensure self-governance through 
Gram Sabhas (village assemblies) for people 
living in the Scheduled Areas. It recognises 
the right of tribal communities, who are 
residents of the Scheduled Areas, to govern 
themselves through their own systems of 
self- government. It is time that tribals should 
not be seen as a single class. It has become 
necessary that the entire attitude towards 
them should be made positive. Instead of 
considering them as a problem, they should 
be treated as co-citizens. By respecting their 
right to live Ше in their own way, we will 
definitely be able to strengthen the 
democracy of the country.
